ESUS was about thirty years old when he was 
] baptized by John. (Luke iii. 23.) Imme— 
diately after that, the Holy Ghoſt led him into 


the deſert, where he faſted forty days without eat- 


mg any thing, and permitted himſelf to be tempt - 
ed} by the devil ſeveral ways. (Mat. iv. 1, &c.) He 
returned to Galilee, and dwelt near tlic Lake of 
Genezareth: There he called four fiſhermen to 
follow him; Andrew and Simon his brother, and 
two other brothers, James and John, the ſons of 
Zebedee. (Mat. iv. 18.) He afterwards called o- 
thers, particularly a publican or tax-gatherer, named 
Matthew. ( Fat. ix. 9.) They left all to followliim, 
as ſoon as he called them. He liad ſoon a greut 
munber of diſciples; that is, of people who were 
fond of hearing him, and of being inſtructed in Bie 
doctrine, He made choice of ty elve, whom be cal- 
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led Apo/tles ; that is to ſay, envoys or embaſſadors, 
becauſe he ſent them to preach. 'The firſt was Si- 
mon, whom he ſurnamed Peter: He told him that 
he ſhould be the foundation ſtone of his church, and 


gave him the keys of the kingdom of heaven; then 


Andrew his brother; James and John, the ſons of 
Zebedee; Philip, Bartholomew, Matthew, 'Tho- 
mas, James, the ſon of Alphæus; his brother 
Jude, or Thaddee, Simon the Chananean, and Ju- 
das Iſcariot, who betrayed Jesvs. (Luke vi. 
13.) He appointed alfo ſeventy-two diſciples to 
go before him to the places whither he himſelf 


was to come.

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The PREACHING of Jesvs CATS r. 


ESUS went through the towns and villages, 
preaching every where the Goſpel of the 
Kingdom of heaven, that is to ſay, the good news, 
hat the time was nowcome, when all men were to be 
alled to the knowledge »f God; that he was the 
Meſſias or the Chriſt expected and wiſhed for by 


the Patriarchs, and foretold by the Prophets; the 


ſon of God ſent to ſave the world: and that ſuch 
as would believe in him and do penance, ſhould 
obtain the pardon of their fins, and afterwards e- 
ternal life. To ſhew that what he ſaid was true, and 
that he ſpoke in the name of God, he wrought an 
infinite number of miracles. He cured all ſorts 
of diſeaſes in a moment, and by ſpeaking a ſingle 
word. He reſtored ſight to the blind, ſpeech to 
the dumb, hearing to the deaf, he delivered ſuch 
as were poſſeſſed by the devil, he raiſed the dead. 
He ſhewed, at the ſame time, the example of 
every kind of virtue. He was humble of heart, 
and moſt commonly concealed his miracles. He 
was mild and affable, he patiently ſuffered the in- 
conveniencies of poverty, and the importunities of 
men. He was tender and full of compaſſion, fa- 
vourable to ſinners who wiſhed to be converted; 
but full of zeal againſt hardened ſinners and hypo- 
crites. In all he did, he ſought nothing but the 
glory of God his Father, whoſe will he fulfilled 
in all things; and he often ſpent the night in 
prayer, He taught his Diſciples this form of 
prayer: Our Father which art in heaven: hal- 
« lowed be thy name: thy Kingdom come: thy 
“ will be done on earth, as it is in heaven: give us 
16 this day our daily bread: and forgive us our treſ- 
« patles as we forgive them that treſpaſs againſt

of all the Churches. St Paul alſo came thither, 
(As xxviii, 16.) after he had preached in ſeveral 
countries of Greece and the Levant ; and they 
both of them ſuffered martyrdom there, under the 
Emperor Nero. And as St Peter was the Head 
of the Apoſtles apppointed by Jz:sus-CarisT 
himſelf, his ſucceſſor, the Biſhop of Rome, whom

The church continued to be perſecuted for 
the ſpace of three hundred years; and there was 
an innumerable multitude of martyrs of each ſex 
; | and of all ages. Though the Chriſtians did no 
harm to any body, but on the contrary did a great 
deal of good, yet they were hated by all; becaufe 
they deteſted idolatry, the infamous pleaſures, the

Thoſe, therefore, who 
defired to follow the Chriſtian life in greater pu- 
rity, found it more ſafe to ſeparate from the world, 
and to live in ſolitude. They were called Monts 
and Solitaries, that is, people who hve alone. 
The molt perfect of theſe were in Egypt, where 
they were inſtituted by St Anthony and St Pa- 
comius. They lived very poorly, faſtitig every 
day on bread and water, and continually uſing 
ſome manual labour; obſerving great filence, 
ſleeping little, often praying, and attentively 
reading the holy ſcriptures.

L $$ 3 I. 
Of Faith, Hor, and CuARIT x. 


HE CurrsTiax DocTrinE is reduced to 

four parts : The Apoſtles? Creed, the Lord's 
Prayer, the Commandments of God, and the Sa- 
craments. The Creed contains what we are to 
believe by Faith; the Lord's Prayer what we are 
to'alk with Hope; the Commandments of God 
what we are to do through Charity; that 1s to 
Hy, through a motive of the love of God, and by 
the aſſiſtance of his grace, which we receive by 
means of the Sacraments. Thus the whole cf 
Religion 1s reduced to theſe three virtues, Faith, 
Hope, and Charity. Theſe we cannot have of 
ourſelves; God mult give them us out of his own 
pure mercy. By Faith we firmly believe hat- 
ever God has revealed to his Church, that is, to 
that aſſembly or congregation of the Faithful, 
which has ſubfiſted from the beginning of the 


world to our time: Whatever the Patriarchs, 


the Prophets, and the Apoſtles taught, and God 
has atteſted by miracles, whether it has been 
written or not. God cannot be deceived himſclf, 
nor can he deceive us. We therefore believe 
whatever he has ſaid, though we often do not 
comprehend it.

RESIDES Sundays there are ſeveral other days fare 


conſecrated to the public ſervice of God, 
which are called Holidays. "Theſe are kept in me- 
mory of ſome of the myſter;- s of religion, or of 
ſome of the Saints. The two principal Feaſts are 
Eaſter and Pentecoſt, both which always fall on a 
Sunday. Eaſter is the day of the Reſurrection 
of Jesvs-CHrtIsT ; Pentecs/t the day of the 
Deſcent of the holy Ghoſt. Aſcenſion- day is the 
day CHR1sT went up into heaven: Chriſtmas is the 
day of the birth of IESsVs-CURIST. The Epiphany 
the day he was adored by the Magians or Wiſe 
Men. There are ſeveral Feaſts in honour of the 
holy Virgin, of the Apoſtles, and ſome other 
Saints, according to the different practices of dif- 
ferent places. On theſe days, we muit take care 
to inform ourſelves, by reading or attending to the 
public inſtructions, concerning the myſtery of the 
day, or the hiſtory of the Saint. Lent is the 
forty days faſt before Eaſter, to prepare ourſelves 
for that great ſolemnity. Einber- days, (ſo. called 
from our forefathers eating nothing on thoſe days 
but bread baked on the embers) are the faſt of 
Wedneſday, Friday, and Saturday, in the four 
ſeaſons of the year. Vigil or Wakes, are the 
eves of certain holidays. They were called gilt 
or Wakes by our forefathers, becauſe they ſpent 
the night, that preceded great holidays, in the 
Church, in prayer. A fall conſiſts in taking 
only one meal in the day, and that not before 
noon. A flight refreſhment, called a Cllation, is 
now, by cuſtom, allowed at night. But in this 
collation care is to be taken not to exceed in 
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aantity, that it may be nothing like a meal; 
ind neither cheeſe, butter, milk, nor fiſh of an 

ort are allowed in Eugland. This rule of faſting 
s to be ſtrictly obſerved by all, whoſe age, health, 
nd labour will permit them to obſerve it. We 


are alſo to abſtain from fleſh-meat on Fridays and 


Saturdays, in memory of our Saviour's Paſſion

FTER the Prieft has conſecrated the holy 
Euchariſt, he frit receives it himſelf, "oP 

he diitributes it to the people: And this is wiat 1 
called the Communioz. No one can live HAR 
S cat · 
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eating, nor enjoy good health without oſten cat. 
ing. In like manner, no one can have ſpiritua! 
life without ſometimes recerving the Communion, 
and the oftener any one receives the Communion, 
the more ſtrong and vigorous this life becomes, 
But, on the other hand, as the dead can receive 
no nouriſhment ; and that which is of advantage 
to people in health, is prejudicial to the fick : In 
like manner, to communicate, to advantage, a per- 
ſon muſt be exempt from mortal fin, and be duly 
diſpoſed and prepared. The firit diſpoſition is 
lirmly to believe all the myſteries of Religion, and 
particularly this: He mutt have no ill-will to any 
perſon, and be perfectly reconciled with all Eis e- 
nemies. Whocver receives this Sacrament un- 
worthily, eats and drinks bis own condcmation, 
by not diſtinguiſhing between the body of the 
Lord and common food. —{( 1. Cor. xi. 27.)—lIt is 
not therefore given at preſent to children, till they 
are come to the age of diſcretion; that is to ſay, 
about twelve years old. Perſons in health muft 
always receive it faſting. This Sacrament is cal- 
led the Viaticum, when it 18 given to the ſick, near 
death, (who need not be faſting) becauſe it is, 
as it were, their proviſion for the great journey they 
are going to take. | 

Q. 15 it neceſſary to receive the holy Eucha- 
riſt?

What befals a ſoul that ſeldom receives it?

LrESss OM XXV. 
Of the SACRAMENT of PENANCE. 


A FIER Baptiſm and Confirmation, Chriſ- 
tians ought to ſtand in need of nothing but 

the Euchariſt unto their death, But as there are 
but few who do not fall into ſome mortal ſins, the 
Sacrament of Penance is neceſſary. Mortal Sin 
is that which kills the ſoul, by extinguiſhing in it 
charity or the love of God, and deſerves eternal 
eath: And there is no other remedy after Bap- 
tiſm for ſuch a dreadful diſorder, than the Sacra- 
ment of Penance. To receive this Sacrament, 
we muſt, in the firſt place, repent of all our fins, 
and have a true ſorrow for them, grounded on 
Faith and the fear of God, (as the Council of 
Trent ſays Seſſ. 6. Chap. vi.—Sefl. 14. Cap. iv.) 
with ſuch a firm purpoſe of amendment, as to ex- 
clude a will of ſinning any more: Which does not 
ſeem poſſible to be done, withovt, at leaſt, ſome 


beginning of the love of God; and this Ca 


which cruſhes the heart of the penitent, is called 
Contritian. He who has this contrition, is to go 
to contellion to a Prieſt, and declare to him, with 

3 ſin- 
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ſincerity, all the mortal fins he feels himſelf guilty 
of. And afterwards, faithfully to accompliſh the 
penance, the Prieſt ſhall impoſe on him, by way of 
ſatisfying for his fins. Three things, therefore, 
are neceſſary on the part of the penitent: Contri. 
tion; at leaſt in an imperfect degree: Confeſſion, 
end Satisfaction. The penitential works uſually 
impoſed are, Prayer, Faſting, and Alms: and 
theſe works are to bear a proportion to the quali- 
ty of the fin, and the ſtrength of the penitent. 


Q. WHO ftand in need of the Sacrament of 
Penance? A. All ſuch as have committed any 
mortal fin fince their baptiſm. Q. What is Mor- 
tal Sin? A. A fin that renders us deſerving of 
eternal death. What is the ſinner to do, in 
order to receive this Sacrament? A. He is to 
be Contrite, Conſeſi his fin, and Satisfj for it. Q. 
What is being Contrite? A. It is to be ſorry for 
having ſinned, with a reſolution of amendment. 

Can we hate ſin without loving God? A. 


I bere muſt, at leaſt, be ſome beginning of the love 


of God. Q. How are we to Confeſs our ſins? 
A. Without concealing or diſguiſing any thing. 
Q. What is it to Satie for our fins? A. To ful- 
fil the penance enjoined by the Prieſt. Q. What 
ought to be the nature of the penance enjoined ? 
A. Such as not only may contribute to an amend- 
ment of life, and a remedy to our weakneſs; but 
may alſo be a puniſhment for paſt ſins. Q. What 
are the ordinary penances enjoined? A. Prayer, 


Faſting, and Alms.

SEQUEL of the SACRAMENT of PENANCE. 


A FEES the Penitent has confeſſed his ſins, 
and promiſed to perform the ſatisfaction en- 
| Joined, 
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joined, the Prieſt is to give him abſolution; if he 
ſees in him ſufficient marks of repentance, other- 
wiſe he cannot give him abſolution, under the pe- 
nalty of damning himſelf and the Penitent alſo. 
If he doubt of the repentance of the Penitent, he 
muſt delay giving him abſolution. Abſolution, 
when duly received, blots out all fins whatſoever, 
As to the leſſer ſins, which are called Venial, and 
which it is, as it were, impoſſible entirely to a- 
void during this life; theſe may be remitted by 
prayers, alms, and other good works. But how- 
ever ſmall theſe ſins may appear to us, we muſt al- 
ways take the greateſt care to purify ourſelves 
from them, and to avoid them. Thoſe who die 
under the guilt of any venial ſins, or who have not 
fully ſatisfied by penitential works, for the ſins al- 
ready forgiven them, ſuffer in the other life a pu- 
niſhment which we call Purgatory : But they are 
either totally delivered, or their ſufferings are mi- 
tigated, and they receive comfort from the prays 
ers of the living. The Church ſometimes grants 
Tndulgences, which ſhe annexes to certain good 
works, to give us an opportunity of ſupplying 
what is wanting to the ſatisfying for our ſins. 

Q. IS the Prieſt obliged to give abſolution to 
every one who confeſſeth his fins? A. No; un- 
leſs he judge him to be truly contrite, or to have 
a real ſorrow for them. Q. But what harm does 
a Prieſt do who gives abſolution lightly and incon- 
fiderately? A. He takes upon himſelf the fin, 
and conſequently damns himſelf v-ith the Penitent. 
Q. Is the Sacrament of Penance neceſſary to blot 
out vemal fins? A. No; there are other means of 
doing that. Q. What are they? A. Prayer, alms, 
and good works. Q. What is Purgatory? A. It is 
thepuniſhment which thoſe ſuffer in the next world, 


who die under the guilt of venial fin; or without

body: Five to the five Senſes, viz. The Eyes, 
the Ears, the Noſtrils, the Mouth, the Hands, 
as alſo to the Reins or Breaſt, in ſome places, on 
account of concupiſcence, and to the Feet: And 
at every Unction, the Prieſt begs of God to for- 
give the ſick perſon the fins he has committed by 
each part of his body that is anointed. To reap 
any advantage from this Sacrament, the ſick per- 
ſon muſt be in the ſtate of grace; and it is proper 
that he ſhould receive it in his perfect ſenſes, althoꝰ 
it be only given to ſuch as are in danger of death.

articular graces. It is therefore the union of 
* man with one woman, which union cannot 
be broken but by death. They ought to love one 
another, as if they were one and the ſame body 
with tvo ſouls; to aſſiſt one anotlier in all the toils 
of life, and to take care of the children they may 
have, to the end they may continue to ſerve God 
on earth. This union of huſband and wife is an 
image of the perfect union of Jesus-CurtsT with 


his Church. (Zph. v. 32.) Now, though Mar- 


riage be a very holy ſtate of life, the ftate of per- 


fect Continency is more excellent. Married peo- 
ple are divided between God and the world (1. Car. 
viii. 32, 33.) by the care of their family and their 
temporal concerns: Single perſons or virgins are 
entirely at liberty to give themſclves up willy t- 
God, and ſerve him in the moſt perfect manne
